Washington and Man o' War 


A Christmas card which took a long 
time in making the passage from Paris 
to Lexington was from Herbert and Made- 
leine Haseltine. It was decorated with a 
color reproduction of the noted sculptor’s 
equestrian statue of George Washington. 
one of the new landmarks of art’ in 
Washington. D. C. Under a smaller black- 
and-white illustration were  Haseltine’s 
notes: 

“This profile was by Rembrandt Peale 
and had been given by him to my father 
when Peale was a very old man and my 
father a very young one. For the full 
face, | was guided by the Houdon bust, 
at the Louvre, of which I procured a 
plaster cast, and also by a_ portrait by 
Charles Peale.” 

The brief annotation included no men- 
tion of the fact that, for Washington’s 
mount. Haseltine was guided by his own 
heroic interpretation of Man o’ War in 
bronze. He followed the stylized treatment 
seen in the statue in what used to be 
Man o° War’s paddock at Faraway Farm. 
Lexington, bit the pose is different. The 
hind legs are set well behind the body. 
the left fore leg is raised in impatience 
against restraint. and Man o° War, for 
the first time in life or in art. has his 
neck bowed by the levered pressure of a 
curb bit. 


The Shorter Mile 


Come July 1, 1959. an English mile will 
be the same distance as an American mile. 
thanks to international agreement 
among English-speaking nations. The new 
inch is 25.4 millimeters: the new yard. 
.9144 meter: the new mile. 1.609.344 
meters. 

In the chaotic days before this agree- 
ment was reached the British yard was 
91439941 meter and the U. S. yard was 
91440192 meter or thereabouts. (Figures 
based on Encyclopedia Britannica report 
of meter equivalent to 1.093614 British 
yards and 1.093611 U.S. vards.) Thus the 
mile (1.760 yards) in Great Britain was 
only 1.609.3429616 meters. whereas in the 
U.S. it was 1,609.3473792 meters. Hence 
the American mile was 4.4176 millimeters. 
or .17392125 inch longer than the English 

Assuming that the mile will continue to 
be a simple multiple of the yard. the new 
international mile of 1.609.344 meters will 
be 3.3792 millimeters shorter than the old 
U. S. mile; 3.3792 millimeters equals 
13303937 inch, or half a thin hair more 
than one-eighth of an inch. It seems un- 
necessary to rebuild our race tracks. 

Under the same international agreement 


the pound becomes equivalent to .45359237 
kilogram: the present pound is .453592- 
4277 kilogram. There will be no major 
complications from this change, since no 
jockey weighs more than a_ million 
pounds. 

Perhaps there will come a day when the 
English-speaking peoples tire of open-end 
decimals and adopt the metric system. 
Somewhere around the year 2459, maybe.

Miami. Sunny Jim) Fitzsimmons, the 
oldest and most friendly horse trainer 
in America, is as active as ever these days 
around Barn A at Hialeah Park. With his 
omnipresent exercise stick held behind 
his back. in the crook of his elbows. he 
carefully supervises the training of 32 
horses, 21 of them 2-year-olds.

Bold Trish. by Fighting Fox). . . . He 
looks like my best 3-year-old. You kinda 
hope they ll develop, though. 

“lve got to depend on these 21 2-year- 
olds for good horses.” Mr. Fitz continued. 
“Don't know too much about yet. 
Had a lot of coughing trouble. but theyre 
coming along good now. All L can say is 
they're nicely bred. sound. and fine look- 
ing. There’s certainly enough money put 
into them. 


“Yes, it looks like sort of a bad year. 
I've had plenty of lean years before 
though. Before Nashua and Bold Ruler 
come along there was a long stretch with- 
out a real good one.” 

Mr. Fitz paused. ordered a groom to 
rearrange a blanket on a yearling colt 
he was walking. Then he smiled and _ re- 
sumed his conversation. 

“Pm not complaining. mind you. | guess 
I've had my share of the big ones. A train- 
er’s got to be lucky to have a great horse. 
Being a good trainer isn’t as important 
as being lucky. Brains and management 
aren't enough. 

“The big thing about a horse is what's 
inside him-—-and you can’t see that.” 

Mr. Fitz. without acrimony. ebjected to 
the selection of Round Table as “horse 
of the vear.” 

“LT dont see how the hell they figured 
that.” he said. “Bold Ruler beat Clem 
with 134 to Clem’s 109. And he beat him 
with 133 to 114. And with 130 to 117. Then 
Clem turns around beats Round 
Table without that much pull in’ the 
weights. 


“Now the other little horse (*Gallant 
Man) beat my horse. but he had 5 pounds. 
He was a good horse, all right.

PARADE OR GALLOP? 


Now that the 9-race program is be- 
coming routine, even in racing centers 
where the executives used to know bet- 
ter, there is much cogitation over the 
matter of reducing the time between 
races. We're against 9 races a day in 
the first place. but if they're going to 
have them. we suggest that the best way 
to reduce the time is to eliminate the 
walking parade before the stands on 
the way to the post. 

An incidental benefit from this 
change would be the virtual elimina- 
tion of lead ponies accompanying run- 
ners in the parade. More important 
would be the fact that horses could 
be galloped in front of the stands, in- 
stead of being forced to walk when 
they are keyed up for competition. The 
warming up could begin on the front 
stretch, in view of the crowds, which 
would do better seeing the horses at 
a gallop—not all at once, of course. but 
in series. 

One of the major difficulties of 
American racing is that nearly all 
horses go to the post with too little 
warming up. A trainer who has been 
experimenting mildly with interval 
training has reported to us that in re- 
peat running the second quarter-mile 
work, after an interval of rest, always 
has been faster than the first, despite 
the efforts of an experienced exercise 
boy to keep the same pace in both 
works. 

This experience illustrates the value 
of the warm-up. The lead ponies illus- 
trate the futility and frustration of 
the walking parade. J. A. E. 
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“Tempest II won his first American stakes on February 4, when he led all the way in the 14%46-mile San Pasqual Handicap 


at Santa Anita. The Searcher (gray) was secend, 1'2 lengths behind the winner, a 


to Troilus. beaten 3!5 lengths. Elkeam 
Stable’s Open View also came from far 
back to be second. despite lugging in 
badly through the final stages. 

Mr. Fitz's Misty Flight. which showed 
such promise as a 2-year-old. had failed 
to win in 3 starts this winter. Winner of 
only one of 17 starts last year as a 3-year- 
old. it was obvious he wasn't going to fill 
in any gaps for Mr. Fitz.

Two Lea to Bug Brush 


Los ANGELES. Some great fillies have 
graced the winner's circle at Santa Anita 
Park down through the years. but not 
many rank higher than C. V. Whitney's 
top-class Bug Brush. 

She is the undisputed queen of the filly- 
and-mare division in the Far West after 
carrying top weight of 126 pounds to an 
easy and truly impressive victory in the 
Santa Margarita Handicap for her third 
stakes triumph in as many. starts this 
season. 

Bug Brush. a 4-year-old bay by *Nas- 
rullah—Bonnie Beryl. and so a full-sister 
to Nashville, had won the Las Flores and 
Santa Monica handicaps just as deci- 
sively. 

It has been 9 years since Santa Anita 
has seen a better filly than Bug Brush. 
That would be Calumet Farm’s Two Lea, 
winner of the 1950 running of the Santa 
Margarita. Two Lea went on to finish 
third in the Santa Anita Handicap. beaten 
only by *Noor and Citation. but Whitney 
and his able trainer. R. L. (Bob) Wheeler. 
have no such plans for Bug Brush. She 
will be pointed only for filly-and-mare 
stakes. 

On the morning of the Santa Margarita. 
a light rain began falling over Los An- 
geles and nearby communities. breaking 
a long dry spell. The Santa Anita track 
was rolled immediately. sealing it so that 
very little of the rain soaked in. 

When the track was opened later in the 
afternoon, only the surface was broken 
by harrows. leaving a bettom that was 
firm and solid. The result was the fastest 
track Santa Anita has had all meeting. 
and Bug Brush was clocked in 1:481!5. 
swiftest mile and a furlong of the season. 


A $33,000 Yearling 


Fifteen fillies and mares. including 
Born Rich, upset winner of the Santa 
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Margarita last winter. and Annie-Lu-San. 
winner of the last 2. renewals of the 
Vanity Handicap at Hollywood Park, 
started in the Santa Margarita. 

Galarullah took cemmand quickly, fol- 
lowed by Midnight Date. with Bug Brush 
third. They raced in that order, only half 
a length between each horse. to the far 
turn, and then Bug Brush. on the outside, 
made her bid. In only a few strides. she 
pulled away from Galarullah and Midnight 
Date. and at the five-sixteenths-pole, mid- 
way around the far turn at Santa Anita, 
she was 2 lengths on top and still widen- 
ing on her foes. 


As she reached the top of the home- 
stretch. Bug Brush was 4 lengths in front. 
and the race was over. Angel Valenzuela. 
taking no chances. let her feel the whip 
several times. riding her out to the wire. 
although a bid by Milly K. came too late 
to be dangerous. Bug Brush won by 2°4 
lengths. with Penumbra third. 

Galarullah’s early fractions were :2224 
for the quarter. :4525 for the half. and 
1:0985 for 6 furlongs. Bug Brush was in 
command at the mile, being clocked in

At the Belair Stud dispersal in 1956. 
shortly after Nashua had been sold for 
$1.251.200. Bug Brush, then a newly turn- 
ed yearling, was purchased by Whitney 
for $33,000. 

She has plenty of early speed, as she 
proved in the Santa Margarita, and she 
still had a terrific burst of power left 
when her jockey asked her for it after 
going 7 furlongs. She has a long white 
snip from her forehead to the tip of her 
nose. She is a medium-size filly. just right.

A short time later Gov. William Strat- 
ton. who in July. 1957. had signed the 
so-called Illinois Breeders Bill, fired War- 
ton and replaced him with another Chi- 
cago Republican, Edward E. Voynow. 

Voynow, breeder and part-owner of the 
fine filly Dark Vintage, wouldn’t  im- 
mediately commit himself on a big Illinois 
program, but he hinted that he was for it. 

Serdar last week revealed that the rac- 
ing board had held another meeting — 
this one closed to the public — and that 
the 3 members again had discussed the 


program for Illinois-breds. No vote was - 


taken. Voynow later endorsed the original 
bill in a letter to Miller and Serdar. 
Voynow and Serdar then met with the 
budgetary committee. made known their 
recommendation to restore the purse slash, 
ind the recommendation was accepted. 
Meanwhile, an amendment to the IIli- 
nois Horse Racing Act was introduced 
in the Senate by Bernard S. Neistein, a 
Democratic senator from Chicago. The 
measure, patterned after one in California, 
provides that all Illinois tracks must 
schedule one race a week for home-breds 
in 1960. 2 a week in 1961, 3 in 1962, 4 
in 1963, and, starting in 1964, one each 
day. The races would be part of the 
regular program with purses being put 
up by the race tracks in normal fashion. 
There does not seem to be opposition 
to the Neistein amendment. Donald Me- 
Kellar, president of the Prairie State 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, which 
opposes immediate high purses, said he 
thought the Neistein bill was a good one. 
The Illinois Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation was for it, too.

THE BUSINESS SIDE 


Thoroughbred racing set new records 
in attendance and purse distribution in 
1958, but pari-mutuel turnover and_reve- 
nue to state governments slipped slightly 
from the records set in 1957. The annual 
statistical report of the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commissioners, is- 
sued this week by Mrs. A. E. (Billie) 
Smith, revealed that the number of racing 
days was up .2 per cent, attendance was 
up 1.8 per cent, pari-mutuel betting was 
down 1.3 per cent, revenue to state govern- 
ments was down .1 per cent, and purse 
distribution was up 1.9 per cent. 


Of the 24 states reporting to the 
NASRC, 9 had more racing days than in 
1957, 7 had the same number. and 8 had 
less. The only states which had increases 
of more than 3 days were California (22). 
South Dakota (21). West Virginia (20). 


fornia and South Dakota were due to a 
return to a full schedule of racing; both 


states had meetings curtailed in 1957, 
West Virginia and Delaware increased 
their racing schedules’ from previous 
years. Only states showing declines of 


more than 5 days were Ohio (33). Ken- 
tucky (28). and New Mexico (8). Both 
Ohio and Kentucky had one less track

due to more racing days rather than to 
improved per capita betting. The other 7 
states which had a bigger turnover were 
Arizona. Arkansas, Colorado, Massachu- 
setts. Nebraska, Oregon, and South Da- 
kota. 

Thirteen states had smaller pari-mutuel 
totals than in 1957 — Florida, Illinois. 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland. 
Michigan. New Hampshire. New Jersey, 
New Mexico, New York, Ohio, and Rhode 
Island. Rhode Island. which was down 10 
per cent, and Michigan, off 6 per cent. 
were the only states to drop as much as 
5 per cent. Most of the Michigan de- 
crease was accounted for by the fact that 
the state had 4 per cent fewer racing 
days; Rhode Island had 3 per cent fewer 
days than in 1957, 


Rhode Island was one of 2 states which 
increased its betting taxes in 1958. and 
the state led all others in decline of at- 
tendance, betting, and revenue to the 
state. In 1957 the take-out was 13.5 
per cent; in 1958 it was 15 per cent. 


For the first time since the NASRC 


began compiling its reports, revenue to 
state governments declined in nearly half 
of the states in which pari-mutuel betting 
is legalized. The 10 states reporting de- 
creases were Arkansas, Florida, Illinois, 
Louisiana, Michigan, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New York, Ohio, and Rhode 
Island. 


Purse distribution was up in 17 states, 
down in 7. Those with smaller totals 
than a year ago were Florida, Kentucky, 
Maine, Michigan, New Hampshire, Ohio 
and Rhode Island. The decreases in Ken- 
tucky and Ohio were caused by a reduc- 
tien in racing days. Michigan and Rhode 
Island also had fewer racing days, but 
the reductions in purses was proportion- 
ately greater than the reduction in racing 
days. 


The figures in the table below include 
only Thoroughbred racing. With harness, 
Quarter Horse. and fair tracks added the 
totals are: 5.348 racing days; 43,372,670 
attendance; $3,038,654,310  pari-mutuel 
turnover; $222.049,651 to state govern- 
ments; and $100.951.138 distributed in 
stakes and purses.

AUSTRALIA 


Tulloch, Todman, Taxes 


SypNeEY. The Australian race fan has re- 
ceived with pleasure the news that Tulloch 
and Todman are on the way to recovery 
and soon will be doing track work again. 
Tulloch had to miss all the big spring 
racing because of a mysterious intestinal 
ailment. He now looks a picture, and 
owner E. A. Haley hopes to send him to 
the U. S. later in the year. Todman, the 
Star Kingdom speedster which was Tul- 
loch’s main rival in their 2-year-old sea- 
son, has been off the tracks since Septem- 
ber, 1957, but appears to have recovered 
after an operation to remove a bone chip 
from his troublesome off hind leg. 


The Australian Jockey Club and _ the 
Sydney Turf Club have made 2 further 
moves intended to increase attendance. 
Beginning with the first all-tote meeting 
of the STC at Canterbury, they reduced 
the unit of betting on doubles and quin- 
ellas from 10 to 5. shillings, and they 
lowered admission charges. At STC meet- 
ings the price for men entering the pad- 
dock was cut from 14 to 10 shillings, and 
for women, from 7 to 5 shillings. At the 
same time, prize money for each of the 
6 races was increased by £50. 


STC chairman H. Tancred expected a 
“oolden age” from all-tote meetings. 
claiming there is more money here than in 
the U. S. for horse racing but that beok- 
makers have been the principal benefi- 
ciaries. At the first mid-week  all-tote 
meeting at Canterbury the club made a 
profit of £1.786, as against a loss of 
£219 a week earlier. 

Tote investments amounted to £196,000. 
as compared with the usual £40,000 when 
the books were available. The state govern- 
ment takes 7!% per cent from the pools 
and the tote takes 5 per cent. Bookmakers 
paid 2 per cent turnover tax. of which 11% 
per cent was tax, only one-half of 1 per 
cent going to the racing clubs. The bet- 
ting turnover dropped sharply when. the 
books were excluded, but the government 
and the STC had increased returns. 

Several leading trainers have expressed 
approval of all-tote meetings, but not be- 
cause they dislike bookmakers. Said 
Tommy Smith: 

“T won't say that bookmakers should be 
abolished. but the public would soon for- 
get them if they were. There was a big 
outery when doubles bookmakers were 
cut out. but I can hardly remember when 
we did not have the doubles tote. Some- 
thing has to be done to increase the prize 
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money. The cost of racing is too much 
for the non-betting owner. 


“Many trainers are operating at a loss, 
because if they charged the correct 
amount. a lot of owners would get out 
of the game. I lose £2 a week on the up- 
keep of every horse I] train and have to 
get square by winning prize money. I 
have to win £60.000 in prize money to 
break even.” 


In the 7-furlong Orr Stakes at Mel- 
bourne. an early test for the big autumn 
events. the smart 4-year-old gelding Lord

course. as usual. He finished 2 lengths 
ahead of Wiggle. conceding this good filly 
pounds by the scale.

Del Mar sales. 

Horsemen say the youngsters appear lo 
be runners. Starter Bill Mills mentioned 
them when commenting on the new crop 


schooling at Santa Anita this fall and 
winter. and Nick Hartley. who trains for 
the Jameses. says. “I sure like them. 
They're awfully quick, just like their dad.” 

Betty and Harry ordinarily find their 
interest in Thoroughbreds a perfect change 
of pace to ease the strenuous demands of 
their professional careers. The only con- 
flict is one which troubles) most other 
owners. That of not being able to spend 
all the time they would like with the 
horses.

I was horrified. and the foreman said 
he'd never seen anything like it before.

remembered that trainer Hack Ross 
had told me he’d never known a_ horse 
with such recuperative powers as Big 
Noise had, so I went on hoping.

“Harry adores Cuter Yet and she’s a 
great favorite with everyone around the 
barn.

Do you find vacing rewarding aside 
from the chance at big monetary returns?

-How do your 2 daughters feel about 
horses and racing? 

“Vicki is 14, and she can read a Racing 
Form better than I can. She checks breed- 
ing closely and likes to watch works as 
well as to follow them in print. For a 
while. she insisted she wanted to be a 
veterinarian, and I’m sure it was for no 
other reason than to be around horses. I 
think I have her talked out of that now. 


“Jessica is 11, and she hasn't got the 
fever yet. Oh, she loves to have a show 
ticket that pays off at the track, so I 
usually buy one on the favorite that she 
calls hers. and she gets the small profit. 
when there is one. 

“Both of them love to ride, though. 
just as I did. We went to Palm Springs 
for the Thanksgiving holidays and they 
rode 4 times a day. They’ll do the same 
at Las Vegas when we go up there. Harry’s 
orchestra has been playing there quite a 
bit lately, you know.” 


—Does the extensive traveling done by 
you and Harry interfere with the operation 
of your breeding establishment?

ATOA Activities 


Fred W. Hooper. president of the 
American Thoroughbred Owners Associa- 
tion. last week announced that the organ- 
ization had retained Lee A. Freeman.

to Sam McCormick, former general man- 
ager of Hialeah Park. as ATOA executive 
secretary.

Hooper. in a prepared statement, said 
Freeman would assist ATOA members in 
interpreting tax rulings relative to racing 
stables. 

“It seems incredible that) an industry 
as large and as important as ours could 
find itself vear after year subject to such 
divergent rulings in regular tax affairs. 
We must and we will provide expert guid- 
ance for our members. and we will do 
everything possible in the months ahead 
to convince the Congress and Federal in- 
come-tax officials that a fair and a stand- 
ard reference to racing-stable operations 
be included in our next tax code.” 

Hooper said the ATOA planned to pub- 
lish a monthly bulletin explaining the 
ATOA’S activities. 

He also hoped to organize an advisory 
board of trainers at each racing area in 
order to assist the ATOA in carrying out 
its program. 

“While our program is largely designed 
to cut the costs of stable operations with 
particular reference to feed. transporta- 
tion. insurance. and medicine. there are 
many other planks in the program which 
our proposed advisory board of trainers 
and ATOA’s representatives can under- 
take.” he said. 

Touching on the growth of the new 
organization. Hooper said there now were 
300 members. “and we will have at least 
1.000 
offices and the staffs to process the ap- 


more as soon as we set up the 
plications.” 

He said that for 3 months there had 
been no solicitation of new members. be- 
cause officers and directors had concerned 
themselves first with setting offices 
(in Chicago and Miami) and in organizing 
a staff. He added, “We regret that some 
folks in racing think the ATOA was cre- 
ated by and for the ‘hig stable’ owners. 
That is not true. Every citizen of good 
moral character who owns a Thoroughbred 
race horse will be invited to become a 
member of the ATOA. Our membership 
roster includes most of the so-called big 
names in racing. but it also includes many 
owners of just one or 2 horses.”

racing history, has been retired to the stud 
at Drake’s Mineola Stock Farm, Lexing- 
ton. The owner has in mind a syndication 
for $1.000,000, but has not announced the 
details or the stud fee. 

“I plan to keep 8 shares. and “Lex” 
Wilson will have one, and there will be 
23 shares to sell; but I don’t know who 
will get them,” Drake said. “I've got 50 
or 60 applications. For tax purposes. | 
can’t afford to sell more than 30 per cent 
this year, so that would leave me about 
10 to sell now.” 

The decision to retire the horse was 
made reluctantly. Drake had wanted to 
make a “millionaire” of Swoon’s Son, 
winner of $970,605, but the had 
been having trouble with his left shoulder 
and Drake did not wish to risk the 
horse’s reputation.

Trends in Hay-Making 


W. J. Weiss, chief engineer for the J. 1. 
Case Company, discussed trends and de- 
velopments in producing higher quality 
hay at the State College of Washington’s 
annual “stockmen’s short course.” a sem- 
inar-lecture type of program in general 
agriculture and animal husbandry. Weiss’ 
speech is reproduced below. 


We are at present going through a 
period of transition on our farms. a period 
where farms are becoming larger. more 
complex operations. approximating the 
manufacturing enterprises in the city. This 
is due to 2 reasons: 

1. The economy of our country” has 
forced us to go from manual labor to new 
labor-saving machines. 

2. Farming is becoming big business 
and the 80- to 120-acre farmer, who has 
prevailed in the past. will no longer sur- 
vive in the future. This is due to the higher 
mechanical age in which we are living that 
has also reached out to the farms. and 
new labor-saving machinery which re- 
duces the total man hours on the farm. 

For the past 15 years I have been asso- 
ciated and very concerned with the prob- 
lem of developing hay machinery. These 
problems are numerous. 

1. We are definitely concerned with 
the reduction of manpower and the re- 
moval of the hand work or backache 
caused in hay making. and you may rest 
assured that every farm machinery com- 
pany is concerned with this problem. 

2. There is the ever-present problem 
of weather hazard in hay making. and 
many times if the drying time could be 
reduced so as to be able to make hay in 
half the time. certainly the end results 
would be a much better-quality hay. 

3. Producing the best-quality hay pos- 
sible is what every manufacturer is striv- 
ing for today. The method of handling 
hay has been a controversial issue between 
manufacturers, so T will try to cover all 
methods of handling hay «at the present 
time. and also consider some of the future 
developments yet to come. 

4. The changing of the physical prop- 
erties of hay for better. more economical 
methods of handling and feeding is cer- 
tainly coming in the near future. 

In the past 20 years tremendous progress 
has been made in reducing the working 
load on the farm with new labor-saving 
machinery. 

Some of the most important advances 
were made with machines for producing 
a higher-quality hay. The first commer- 
cial machine, which really not only result- 
ed in labor saving. but definitely helped

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are being used for cafeteria or green feed 
instead of the conventional forage har- 
vester equipped with cutter-bar  attach- 
ment. The relative simplicity versa- 
tility of the flail-type machine appears to 
he largely responsible for its increased 
popularity. 

The practice of chopping green forage 
and taking it to a feedlot instead of pas- 
turing has definitely increased in’ many 
areas. The use of this practice results in 
a substantial increase in the number of 
cattle that can be handled from a given 
acreage. While the practice of green or 
cafeteria feeding is more popular with 
dairymen, it is also being used in many 
areas by farmers or ranchers with beef 
cattle feeding operations. 

While it appears that the principal use 
of the rotary and flail machines is for 
green and cafeteria feeding, they are also 
being used for chopping corn stalks, which 
are used for bedding. In some areas this 
is a very important item. The use of the 
flail-type machine puts the stalks to be 
chopped and blown into a wagon box in 
one operation. and since in’ cases 
the chopped stalks are not kept in storage. 
the farmer can chop the stalks as they are 
needed. providing weather conditions are 
favorable. 

This machine can also be used for chop- 
ping stalks and Jetting them fall on the 
ground for plowing under or for further 


curing. and for picking up and loading 
into wagons later. The same idea can be 
used in straw. 


Combination Mower and Hay Conditioner 


One of the latest practices that is being 
used in some areas is to use this machine 
as a combination mower and hay condi- 
tioner. However. | doubt if this is practical 
because there is a tremendous leaf loss 
due to shattering. 

recent) new development) which is 
gaining vast popularity among farmers is 
hay conditioners. of which there are sev- 
eral types: crimper. crusher, combination 
crimper and crusher, 

Even though crushers have been on the 
market for a number of years, it is just 
recently that they are becoming very pop- 
ular. The reason is that they are now in 
the price range so that it is feasible for 
them to be used on a farm. and there is 
positive proof that hay conditioners def- 
initely increase the drying rate in- the 
field. Now the big question is. “What 
conditioner is most effective?” 

Even though there is still some question, 
from my own experience [| can say that 
the combination crimper and crusher does 
have definite advantages. It is only good 
sound reasoning that if the stems are 
crimped and. crushed they would naturally 
cure faster than if they were only just 


crimped or just erushed. Naturally. in 


thiscase price will be effective, and it 
would be folly to assume that you could 
this case price will be effective, and it 
the same price as a machine that would 
only crimp or crush. In any event, even if 
you only crush or crimp it would. still 
speed up the drying rate. 

I can not emphasize too highly the 
merits of a hay conditioner. You have to 
have the actual experience to realize this, 
but a conditioner does condition the hay 
and make it much more pliable and_ soft 
than unconditioned hay. We have had 
these comments from farmers even when 
our machines were in the experimental 
stages. 

They would. of their own accord, tell 
us that the hay that was conditioned was 
better feed and the cows were much more 
anxious to consume it than unconditioned 
hay. 

When conditioners were first introduced 
I myself was rather skeptical, but 1 must 
say that [am now wholeheartedly sold on 
conditioners and feel that they do have 
a definite advantage in making a higher- 
quality hay. | believe in time, that every 
farmer or rancher will have some_ kind 
of a hay conditioner just as they now 
have mowers and rakes. 

At this point I would just like to men- 
tion another item (the self-propelled 
windrower) that may become popular in 
some areas and replace the mower and

There is also a hay conditioner 
mounted on the windrower, which cuts, 
conditions, and puts the hay in the wind- 
row all in one operation. This could gain 
popularity in the large farm areas. 


New Hay Pelleters Coming 


The newest item hay harvesting, 
which is definitely in the making. is a hay 
pelleter. All manufacturers in farm ma- 
chinery are definitely interested in a 
machine of this nature. When this machine 
is developed so it will be practical com- 
mercial pelleter will not only relieve the 
er a whole new concept in his operations 
because this will really mechanize the 
harvesting of hay. In other words, a com- 
mercia pelleter will not only relieve the 
work load in the field and storing, but 
will solve the materials handling problem, 
with which we are now confronted. It 
could very well be that at some future 
date 50 to 100 head of cattle could be 
fed by the push of a button and no fur- 
ther work being done. because everything 
will be done mechanically. 

I think that I should say at this time 
that we still are a long way from a suc- 
cessful field pelleter, but several manu- 
facturers have experimental models that 
are working with some degree of success. 
However, much research work still has 
to be done before this can be marketed 
commercially, 


I believe several large stationary mills 
have been built on the West Coast. These 
machines are and I 
doubt if they would be practical to pull 
through the fields. even though they are 
made. portable. 


enormous in_ size, 


This machine could be practical for the 
feeding of steer who are fed pelleted ra- 
tions that are mixed with corn and other 
grains. However, it would not be practical 
for the feeding of dairy cows because they 
require a roughage in the form of essen- 
tially long hay to produce milk with a 
high butter-fat content, because of their 
digestive process. I will not discuss this 
any further, because I am sure that your 
own animal science department can give 
you these biological reasons much _ better 
than I. For these reasons I believe that a 
larger-diameter pellet or wafer will be 
the answer at some future date to really 
relieve the work load from hay harvesting, 
and also make much more economical 
space requirements. It will cut the  stor- 
age space from one-third to one-half that 
of baled hay. It will certainly be much 
easier for mechanical handling and will 
even adapt itself to gravity-flow feeding 
structures. 

Tests have been conducted, and at the 
present time there appears to be no sig- 
nificant difference in the butter fat pro- 
duced between feeding large pellets or 
feeding baled hay. This must be true be- 


cause the hay in large pellets has realli 
not been disturbed from its original state 
except that it is compressed tighter than 
when it is baled. 

You must rest assured that we hav: 
many problems ahead of us in designing 
a field pelleter, but I will say that I doubi 
if it is much more complex at this stage 
of the game than the automatic hay bale: 
was 20 or 25 years ago. 

I think the future in’ hay-harvesting 
equipment is very bright, and it is some- 
thing we should all look forward to, be- 
cause it would not at all surprise me if 
someday we have a machine that will cut. 
condition. dry. and pellet hay in one op- 
eration.
